Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art fail to teach an 
inventive concept of communicating outside the closed radio communication network with a payment server or a sales server located 
within an open network. Applicant also argues that there is no motivation to combine the Fourgnies and Wagner's patent. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's characterization of the prior arts. Fourgnies teach system that allows pre-authorized users 
to receive and pay for incoming calls as well as purchase additional air time and monthly access fees with convenient pre-paid cards. The 
system provides a unique interface between the system cellular switch and point-of-sale (POS) (payment server) so that messages and 
data packets can be passed back and forth to perform specifically desired transactions. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the Fourgnies and Wagner are closely related inventive concept and such combination is feasible. 
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
